Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  East  Gloucester- 
shire United  Districts  for  the  year  1958,  as  required  under 
the  Sanitary  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations  1935 
and  1951  and  as  directed  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
Circular  22/58  of  the  9th  December,  1958. 

The  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s 
mid-year  estimate  has  increased,  being  42,490  compared 
with  42,220  last  year.  The  population  increased  by  370 
in  Cirencester  Urban  District  and  by  20  in  Northleach 
Rural  District  but  decreased  by  20  in  Cirencester  Rural 
District  and  by  100  in  Tetbury  Rural  District. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  total  population  was 
16-56  compared  with  15-4  in  1957.  The  corresponding 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1958  was  16-4.  There  were 
704  live  births  compared  with  651  in  1957,  the  corresponding 
still  birth  figures  being  13  and  14  respectively.  The  still 
birth  rate  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  was  18*13  compared 
with  21-6  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  was  4-26 
compared  with  5-3  in  1957. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (per  1,000  live  births)  was 
22*72  compared  with  the  corresponding  rate  for  England 
and  Wales  of  22*6. 

The  neo-natal  mortality  rate  (deaths  under  4 weeks 
per  1,000  live  births)  was  19*88  compared  with  the 
corresponding  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  16*2. 

No  women  died  in,  or  in  consequence  of,  diildbirth. 

fhe  total  registered  deaths,  468  compared  with  434 
for  1957.  The  comparable  death  rate  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  8*9  compared  with  11*7  for  England  and 
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Wales.  The  deaths  certihed  as  being  due  to  heart  disease 
were  146  and  82  of  these  were  due  to  coronary  disease. 
Cancer  caused  78  deaths  of  which  15  were  due  to  cancer 
of  the  lung,  13  of  which  were  male.  There  were  16  deaths 
from  cancer  of  the  lung  in  1957.  Vascular  lesions  of  the 
nervous  system  caused  74  deaths.  At  death  73%  had 
survived  to  over  65  years  of  age  and  48%  had  survived 
to  over  75  years  of  age. 

There  were  441  notifications  of  infectious  disease 
compared  with  1,135  for  the  previous  year,  the  decrease 
being  accounted  for  by  fewer  cases  of  measles.  No 
notifications  of  poliomyelitis  were  received. 

There  were  14  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  which  11 
were  pulmonary.  This  compares  with  26  notifications  in 
1957  of  which  21  were  pulmonary.  There  were  5 deaths 
from  tuberculosis  during  the  year. 

There  was  one  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  during 
the  year.  This  occurred  at  a Residential  School  and  affected 
five  girls.  Careful  investigation  failed  to  reveal  the  source 
although  all  the  evidence  pointed  to  some  kind  of 
contamination  of  a well  known  brand  of  sweet.  Neither 
the  Ministry  of  Health  nor  the  firm  concerned  had  had 
any  other  cases  reported  implicating  this  particular  product. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955,  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  but 
there  is  still  some  work  to  be  done  in  getting  premises 
structurally  fit  with  proper  equipment  installed.  Continued 
inspection  is  necessary  to  see  that  the  other  requirements 
of  the  Regulations,  cleanliness  and  hygienic  food  handling 
are  being  carried  out.  Whilst  the  majority  in  the  food  trade 
set  a high  standard  of  hygiene  a few  still  need  to  improve 
their  methods  of  food  handling. 

Progress  in  housing,  water  supplies,  sewerage,  etc., 
IS  detailed  in  the  reports  under  individual  districts.  In 
the  housing  programme  the  emphasis  was  again  on  slum 
clearance  and  the  provision  of  dwellings  for  old  people. 

There  was  again  a decrease  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised  against  diphtheria.  This  is  accounted  for  by 
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the  very  heavy  programme  of  vaccination  against  polio- 
myelitis which  was  undertaken  during  the  year.  Here 
additional  age  groups  were  registered  to  include  children 
up  to  the  age  of  fifteen  and  expectant  mothers.  A high 
percentage  of  children  were  registered  but  the  percentage 
of  expectant  mothers  was  disappointing. 

Once  again  1 would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Councils  and  Committees 
for  their  support  and  encouragement  during  the  year.  In 
addition  my  thanks  are  due  to  the  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  for  their  co- 
operation during  the  year  and  for  the  work  done  in 
preparation  of  the  various  reports.  I also  take  this 
opportunity  of  thanking  the  clerks  and  other  officers  of 
the  Councils  for  their  help  throughout  the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 

Water  Supply 

The  supply  of  water  from  the  Council’s  Baunton 
Waterworks  continued  throughout  the  year  to  be  entirely 
satisfactory  both  for  quality  and  quantity,  and  each  of  the 
four  samples  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination 
indicated  the  continuance  of  an  exceptionally  high  standard 
of  purity. 

During  the  year  the  total  quantity  supplied  in  the 
Council’s  area  of  supply  was  198,416,000  gallons.  The 
total  quantity  supplied  under  bulk  agreements  amounted 
to  48,726,000  covering  supplies  to  the  Cirencester  Rural 
District  Council  and  the  Ministry  of  Works  for  Daglingworth 
Camp. 

Samples  of  water  were  taken  from  two  wells  in  the 
town,  serving  three  properties.  One  of  these  was  from  a 
bakehouse  and  the  report  from  the  Bacteriologist  showed 
that  the  water  was  satisfactory  for  human  consumption. 
Owners  of  the  two  other  properties  were  called  upon  to 
provide  a proper  supply  of  water  from  the  town’s  main 
and  this  was  done. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a newly  opened 
factory  regarding  alleged  contamination  of  a supply  of 
water  from  the  town’s  main.  This  matter  was  investigated, 
a sample  was  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst  for 
examination  and  this  report  showed  that  the  water  was 
satisfactory  for  human  consumption.  The  cause  of  the 
trouble  was  due  to  the  fact  that  old  supply  pipes  had  been 
used  on  an  extension  to  the  water  service  in  the  factory 
and  the  pipes  contained  a certain  amount  of  deposit. 

Swunmlng  Baths 

The  open  air  Swimming  Baths  were  open  from  the 
beginning  of  May  to  the  end  of  September.  Despite  poor 
weather  during  the  season  attendances  were  well  maintained. 
As  in  past  years  day  time  reservations  were  made  for 
schools  in  the  area  and  for  the  Royal  Agricultural  College 
and  personnel  from  the  R.A.F  Station,  South  Cerney 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

During  the  year  under  review  extensions  to  the 
sewerage  system  were  carried  out  in  the  Stratton  area 
of  the  district. 
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No  particular  difficulties  were  experienced  at  the 
Shorncote  Disposal  Works  and  samples  of  the  final  effluent 
were  at  no  time  unfavourably  commented  on  by  the  Thames 
Conservancy. 

kefii.se  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  of  house  refuse  continued  on  a weekly 
basis  and  disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping,  some  3,316 
tons  being  dealt  with  during  the  year.

Drainage 

Overflows  from  six  septic  tanks  were  found  to  be 
discharging  to  a tributary  of  the  Thames  causing  pollution. 
In  five  cases,  where  the  Council’s  sewer  was  available,  the 
owners  were  called  upon  to  alter  the  drainage  and  make 
a connection  to  the  sewer.  In  the  other  case,  where  the 
sewer  was  not  available,  the  overflow  pipes  were  relaid 
and  diverted  to  a position  to  avoid  a direct  discharge  into 
the  stream. 

As  a result  of  a sewer  extension  in  Cheltenham  Road, 
the  owners  of  seven  properties  were  persuaded  to  dispense 
with  the  septic  tanks,  lay  new  drainage  and  connect  to  the 
Councirs  foul  sewer. 

The  Crloucestershire  County  Council  provided  new 
W.C.  accommodation  at  Watermoor  School  for  the  use  of 
the  staff  as  the  existing  accommodation  was  totally 
unsatisfactory 

An  inspection  was  made  of  a public  house  in  the 
town  when  it  was  observed  that  the  premises  were  without 
proper  sanitary  accommodation  for  the  use  of  the  public. 


The  firm  concerned  was  notified  and  a new  W.C.  was 
provided. 

Owners  of  eight  properties  were  called  upon  to 
provide  sanitary  sinks  and  proper  drainage  and  this  was 
complied  with. 


Rivers  and  Streams 

The  rivers  and  streams  in  the  district  were  inspected 
and  one  stream  was  found  to  be  polluted  due  to  discharge 
of  sewage  from  septic  tank  overflows.  Numerous  colour 
tests  were  carried  out  to  ascertain  where  the  pollution  was 
coming  from  and  several  owners  were  called  upon  to 
dispense  with  the  cess  pools  and  make  connections  to  the 
Council’s  sewer.  Pollution  in  this  stream,  which  appeared 
to  come  from  one  particular  area,  is  gradually  being 
eliminated. 

Nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act 

50  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year  and  41 
of  these  were  abated.  The  Nuisances  were  mainly  due 
to  housing  defects  but  there  were  a number  of  obstructed 
drainage  systems. 


Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Absence  of  Proper  Receptacles 
for  Storage  of  Refuse 

A proprietor  of  a restaurant  provided  six  additional 
ash  bins  on  request  as  the  existing  storage  accommodation 
for  refuse  and  waste  material  from  the  restaurant  was 
totally  inadequate. 


Dangerous  and  Dilapidated  Buildings 

A dangerous  slate  roof  was  observed  on  a factory 
building  adjoining  the  pavement  and  slates  were  in  danger 
of  falling  on  pedestrians.  The  owner  was  notified  and 
immediate  steps  were  taken  to  make  the  roof  safe. 

In  another  case  brickwork  and  masonry  to  a chimney 
of  a private  house  was  seen  to  be  in  a dangerous  condition 
and  this  was  eventually  rebuilt  and  made  safe. 
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Smoke  Observations 

Only  two  observations  were  taken  of  emissions  of 
smoke  from  the  laundry  chimney  which  in  the  previous 
two  years  had  given  rise  to  a Nuisance.  No  contraventions 
were  observed. 

Dirty  and  Verminous  Premises 

Two  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a dirty  and  vermin- 
ous state.  One  was  a private  house  and  the  other  a Council 
property.  Arrangements  were  made  for  both  premises  to 
be  cleansed  and  disinfested.  The  tenant  of  the  Council 
house  was  subsequently  re-housed  in  a smaller  property 
which  is  being  kept  under  observation. 

Offensive  Trades 

As  in  previous  years  consent  was  given  to  the  two 
bacon  factories  in  the  town  to  carry  out  the  processing 
classified  as  Offensive  Trades.  Both  factories  have  up  to 
date  waste  elimination  plants  where  the  process  of  blood 
drying  and  fat  extracting  is  carried  out.  A number  of 
inspections  were  made  of  these  premises  during  the  year 
and  generally  speaking  they  were  maintained  in  good  order 
and  free  from  Nuisance. 

Pet  Animals  Act,  1951 

Licences  were  issued  under  the  above  Act  to  two 
occupiers  of  shops.  The  licences  permitted  budgerigars, 
goldfish,  tortoises  and  chicks  to  be  kept  on  the  premises 
for  sale.  Both  premises  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1933/1954 

Twenty-four  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year 
and  one  new  licence  was  issued  to  a slaughterman  at  a 
bacon  factor\ 

Slaughterhouses  and  fVleat  Inspection 

A temporary  licence  was  issued  to  the  only  slaughter- 
house in  the  town  where  cattle,  sheep,  etc.,  were  slaughtered. 
These  premises  were  totally  unsatisfactory  due  to  their  bad 


arrangement  and  lack  of  facilities  and  it  is  hoped  that  a 
new  slaughterhouse  sited  in  a more  convenient  position  will 
replace  this  when  the  Slaughterhouse  Act  1958  comes  into 
force.  Slaughterhouse  licences  were  issued  to  the  two  bacon 
factories  as  in  previous  years  and  these  premises  were 
maintained  in  good  order. 

Knackers  Yard 

A licence  was  issued  to  the  only  Knackers  Yard  in 
the  town  which  authorised  the  slaughter  of  horses,  and 
these  premises  were  kept  in  a clean  and  satisfactory 
condition.  Several  inspections  were  made  during  the  course 
of  the  year.

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  14  tons  17cwts.  4qrs.  11b. 

There  was  a smaller  number  of  pigs  killed  at  the 
bacon  factories  this  year  and  that  also  applied  to  cattle, 
sheep  and  calves  at  the  slaughterhouses.  The  inedible  offal 
from  the  slaughterhouse  is  collected  by  a processing  firm 
in  Gloucester  and  converted  into  artificial  manure. 


Other  Foods 

The  following  is  a schedule  of  other  foods  which 
were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  at  various 
shops  and  food  premises  in  the  town.  All  of  this  was 
voluntarily  surrendered  : —

Information  was  received  from  the  Public  Health 
Department  in  Bath  that  certain  consignments  of  imported 
apples  had  been  sprayed  with  a liquid  containing  arsenic. 
As  a result  of  this  all  the  fruiterers  in  the  town  were  visited 
in  order  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  any  consignments  were 
in  Cirencester,  but  none  were  found.  Apparently  the 
wholesalers  responsible  had  been  notified  and  most  of  the 
apples  in  question  had  been  withdrawn  from  sale. 

A large  consignment  of  beef  for  manufacturing 
purposes  had  to  be  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion at  a large  food  preparing  establishment  in  the  town. 


Milk  and  Dairies 

Fourteen  samples  of  milk  were  taken  from  the  various 
dairies  and  delivery  vehicles  in  the  town  and  were  submitted 
to  the  Pathologist  for  examination.  Out  of  this  number 
only  two  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory  from  a keeping 
quality  point  of  view. 

As  a result  of  a complaint  regarding  dirty  bottles, 
this  matter  was  investigated  at  the  dairy  concerned  and 
seven  bottles  were  sent  to  the  Pathologist  for  sterility  tests. 
One  was  unsatisfactory  and  the  matter  was  taken  up  with 
the  dairy  concerned.  Improvements  were  made  on  the 
bottle  washing  machine. 

Six  dealers  licences  for  tuberculin  tested  milk  and 
three  dealers  licences  for  pasteurised  milk  were  issued. 
Three  supplementary  licences  were  issued  to  a dairy 
company  outside  the  town  to  sell  pasteurised,  sterilised  and 
tuberculin  tested  milk  in  the  urban  area. 

One  large  dairy  in  the  town  changed  hands  during 
the  year  and  ceased  pasteurising  milk  on  their  premises. 
This  dairy  now  transports  milk  from  a distance  of 
approximately  14  miles.  It  is  stored  in  the  dairy  for  a 
short  while  and  then  delivered  in  the  district. 

Ice  Cream 

Six  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  from  ice  cream 
shops  in  the  town.  All  the  samples  were  pre-packed  and 
the  analyst’s  reports  showed  that  these  were  satisfactory. 

There  are  32  registered  ice  cream  premises  in  the 
town.  No  ice  cream  is  produced  at  any  of  these  premises 
but  all  sell  pre-packed  ice  cream  by  one  or  other  of  the 
well  known  manufacturing  companies. 

Shops  Act,  1950 

A number  of  the  shops  m the  town  were  visited 
and  no  contraventions  were  found  during  the  year. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955 

Practically  all  the  food  premises  and  cafes  in  the 
town,  except  for  the  school  canteens,  were  visited  and 
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19  occupiers  were  called  upon  to  carry  out  work  required 
under  the  Regulations.  This  included  provision  of  wash- 
hand  basins,  hot  water  supply,  cleansing,  etc.  The  owners 
of  five  mobile  vans  were  called  upon  to  provide  supply 
of  hot  water,  soap,  towels,  etc.,  in  the  vehicles.

Food  Preparing  Premises 

One  new  food  preparing  premises  was  registered 
during  the  year  making  the  total  registrations  ten.  All  the 
premises  were  visited  and  a number  of  occupiers  were 
required  to  carry  out  work  under  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations. 

There  are  three  very  large  establishments  producing 
cooked  meat,  sausage,  pies,  etc.,  in  the  district.  Two  of 
these  are  bacon  factories  and  the  other  is  the  N.A.A.F.I. 
Bakery  which  is  a very  up  to  date  establishment. 

Moveable  Dwellings 

One  licence  was  issued  to  station  a caravan  and  use 
a site  during  the  year.  The  site  was  kept  clean  and  tidy 
and  no  Nuisance  was  observed.

Housing  Act,  1936/1957 

Improvement  Grants  have  been  made  in  respect  of 
six  properties  including  one  conversion  of  a farm  building 
into  a dwelling. 

Quite  a number  of  houses  were  inspected  during  the 
year  and  no  representations  were  made  in  respect  of 
Clearance  Areas  or  Individual  Unfit  houses  but  one  house 
in  a Clearance  Area  was  closed  due  to  its  dangerous  state. 

No  Council  houses  were  built  during  the  year  as 
the  Council  were  unable  to  obtain  land  on  which  to  build. 

Six  houses  were  built  by  private  enterprise  and  the 
Council  advanced  monies  under  the  Small  Dwellings 
Acquisition  Act  for  building  one  house  and  the  purchase 
of  six  existing  houses.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

Work  commenced  on  Phase  2 of  the  Churn  Valley 
Water  Scheme  which  will  cater  for  the  parishes  of 
Bagendon,  North  Cerney,  Rendcomb  and  Colesbourne. 
Work  involved  includes  the  construction  of  approximately 
5\  miles  of  main,  a booster  station  and  a reinforced  concrete 
reservoir  of  120,000  gallons  capacity. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  water  source 
in  Fairford  Park  from  the  Ernest  Cook  Trust  and  of  the 
pumping  station  and  equipment  from  the  Ministry  of  Works 
proceeded.  The  decision  of  the  National  Assistance  Board 
to  close  the  Polish  Hostel  at  Fairford  at  the  end  of  March 
1959  made  it  necessary  to  arrive  at  an  early  decision  in 
these  protracted  discussions.  Phase  2 of  the  Quenington 
Water  Supply  was  completed  and  connections  to  properties 
in  the  village  commenced.  The  Authorities  which  were 
to  constitute  the  proposed  Cotswld  Water  Board  (Cirencester 
Urban  District  Council,  Northleach  Rural  District  Council 
and  North  Cotswold  Rural  District  Council,  in  addition  to 
the  Cirencester  Rural  District  Council)  continued  to  meet 
during  the  year.  Final  agreement  on  all  details  of  the 
Draft  Order  was  not  reached. 

A defective  2in.  main  in  Downington,  Lechlade. 
was  replaced  by  a 3in.  main  in  order  to  give  improved 
pressure  to  the  western  end  of  the  village.  Consultations 
between  the  Council,  the  Ministry  and  the  Cirencester 
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Urban  District  Council  proceeded  regarding  the  proposal 
to  supply  a mains  system  in  the  parishes  of  South  Cerney, 
Somerford  Keynes,  Poole  Keynes  and  Ewen  from  the 
Urban  District  Council’s  source  at  Baunton  rather  than 
the  Swindon  Corporation’s  source  at  Latton. 

During  the  year,  preparatory  work  continued  on 
the  revised  water  scheme  for  the  Eastern  Parishes,  and 
for  a supply  to  the  parish  of  Edgeworth. 

The  Council’s  five  pumping  stations  in  Lechlade, 
Poulton,  Coates,  Marsden  and  Down  Ampney  were 
maintained  satisfactorily  during  the  year,  the  average 
monthly  consumption  of  the  undertakings  in  question  beine 
817,337,  1,096,100,  609,331,  330,350,  635,600  gallons 

respectively. 


Water  Samples 

Twenty-four  samples  were  taken  from  the  Council’s 
own  supplies  at  Lechlade,  Ready  Token,  Coates  and 
Marsden,  6 of  the  water  before  treatment  and  18  on 
distribution.  Of  the  raw  water  samples  3 were  satisfactory 
and  3 showed  slight  pollution.  Of  the  18  distribution 
samples,  all  but  3 were  satisfactory. 

Eight  samples  were  taken  from  bulk  supplies 
received  by  the  Council,  all  of  which  were  satisfactory. 

Twenty-one  samples  were  taken  in  the  course  of 
cleansing  and  sterilising  new  mains. 

Of  26  samples  from  Estate  Supplies,  6 were 
satisfactory,  iO  were  not  entirely  satisfactory  and  10 
unsatisfactory. 

Eleven  samples  were  taken  from  sources  serving 
individual  properties  and  of  these,  2 were  satisfactory, 
3 not  entirely  satisfactory  and  6 unsatisfactory.  Action 
was  taken  in  all  appropriate  cases  to  secure  necessarv 
improvement.

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

During  the  year  tenders  were  received  for  the  Fairford 
Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  and  a contractor 
nominated.  Work  is  expected  to  start  early  in  the  New  Year. 

Stage  1 of  the  Quenington  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  was  completed. 

During  the  year  investigations  were  carried  out  with 
a view  to  improving  the  existing  sewerage  system  in  the 
village  of  North  Cerney. 

Cleansing  of  the  sewerage  outfalls  at  Ampney  St. 
Peter,  Kempsford,  Lechlade,  Barnsley,  North  Cerney  and 
Poulton  was  carried  out  by  contract,  a mechanical  emptier 
being  used. 
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Routine  measures  have  been  taken  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  in  the  Fairford  sewers  and  test  baiting  has  been 
carried  out  at  Lechlade. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  Collection  was  carried  out  throughout  the 
District  by  Contract. 

The  refuse  collection  contract  was  let  on  a five-yearly 
basis.  The  contractor  has  provided  a modern  vehicle  of 
the  fore  and  aft  tipping  variety.  Refuse  disposal  was  again 
by  controlled  tipping  at  the  tip  near  Rhymes  Barn  Farm, 
Kempsford.  Regular  rodent  control  was  carried  out  at 
the  tip. 

A litter  bin  was  erected  in  the  parish  of  Preston. 


Rats  and  Mice  Destruction 

Duties  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  have  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year  by 
a part-time  Rodent  Operator. 

154  farms  and  holdings  have  been  inspected,  451 
dwelling  houses  and  109  business  premises.  In  addition 
to  Council  property,  treatments  have  been  carried  out  at 
63  dwelling  houses  and  26  business  premises.

The  continuation  of  the  comprehensive  survey  of 
housing  conditions  in  the  district,  coupled  with  the  CounciFs 
policy  of  encouraging  owners  to  improve  cottages  to  full 
modern  standards  by  making  Improvement  Grants  freely 
available  showed  gratifying  results  during  the  year.  44 
Improvement  Grants  were  approved. 


Moveable  Dwellings 

Eight  new  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  269,  for  the  use  of 
land  as  a site  for  moveable  dwellings.  In  addition  twenty- 
one  existing  licences  were  renewed. 

Routine  supervision  has  been  exercised  with  particular 
attention  to  sanitary  conditions,  and  all  sites  have  been 
maintained  free  of  nuisance. 


INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD 

Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations 

There  are  three  dairies  registered  under  the  Milk 
and  Dairies  Regulations  1949-1954,  and  ten  persons 
registered  as  Distributors  of  Milk.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES 
Water  Supplies 

The  completion  of  the  comprehensive  water  scheme 
is  now  in  sight.  The  last  and  final  stage  is  being  started 
towards  the  end  of  December  and  this  should  take 
approximately  six  months  to  complete.  Work  first  started 
on  the  comprehensive  scheme  in  1950  so  the  whole  scheme 
will  have  taken  roughly  nine  years  to  complete,  at  an 
approximate  cost  of  £500,000,  Recurring  credit  squeezes 
held  up  progress  from  time  to  time. 

The  mains  were  extended  to  the  following  parishes 
during  the  year  : 

Farmington,  Sherborne,  Windrush,  Barrington  and 
the  Eastington  part  of  Northleach. 

This  leaves  only  Compton  Abdale,  Hampnett, 

Salperton  (Haselton  area)  and  Turkdean  to  be  completed 
in  1959. 

The  number  of  new  connections  during  the  year 
was  disappointing  but  some  programmes  have  been  pul  u 

forward  for  connection  to  tit  in  with  other  cottage  improve-  d 

ments.  The  Local  Authority  has  power  to  require  any  ci

During  the  year  four  water  samples  were  taken,  two 
from  private  well  supplies  and  two  from  a private  estate 
supply.  All  four  samples  were  unsatisfactory.  As  the 
comprehensive  scheme  had  not  yet  reached  the  area,  the 
supplies  were  investigated  and  advice  given  to  ensure  the 
necessary  improvement. 

Monthly  samples  are  taken  from  the  public  supply 
by  the  Water  Superintendent,  Mr.  Ballinger.  These  have 
generally  been  highly  satisfactory. 


Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Works 

No  alterations  have  taken  place  during  the  year. 
Northleach,  with  a population  of  1,200,  is  the  only  parish 
with  a complete  scheme.  This  system  has  given  no  trouble 


during  the  year  and  the  effluent  has  been  satisfactory.  All 
Council  houses  throughout  the  district  either  have 
mechanical  plants  or  septic  tanks  ; 9 of  the  sites  having 
mechanical  plants  and  11  septic  tank  systems. 

One  man  is  employed  whole  time  on  the  Northieach 
system  and  one  man  part  time  on  the  other  systems.  All 
electrical  equipment  is  inspected  and  tested  twice  a year. 

Andoversford.  The  Ministry  asked  the  Council  to 
revise  the  scheme  for  Andoversford  and  it  is  hoped  that 
consent  to  start  this  will  not  be  long  delayed. 


Refuse  Disposal 

There  has  been  no  change  in  this  since  last  year. 
Refuse  is  collected  once  a fortnight  from  all  parishes  with 
the  exception  of  Northieach  which  has  a weekly  collection. 
Two  men,  using  one  10  cub.  yard  Dennis  refuse  lorry  with 
Eagle  body,  are  employed  on  this  work  covering  the  26 
parishes,  an  area  of  approximately  118  sq.  miles.  Holiday 
periods  are  worked  by  the  men,  as  there  are  no  spare  days. 
They  agreed  to  do  this  of  their  own  accord.  The  refuse 
is  disposed  of  to  six  tips  throughout  the  area.  This  works 
satisfactorily  and  appears  to  be  the  most  economical  way 
of  doing  the  job.  Finding  new  tips  which  are  satisfactory 
in  all  respects  is  becoming  more  difficult.  Both  Southrop 
and  Chedworth  will  soon  require  new  tips. 


Salvage  Collection  (Waste  Paper) 

Paper  is  the  only  material  salvaged  from  the  refuse 
and  this  is  collected  at  the  time  of  refuse  collection.

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  all  the  food  shops  in  the 
area  with  the  exception  of  two,  comply  with  the  Food  and 
Drugs  Act  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  two  premises 
will  have  the  necessary  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  installed 
very  soon.  The  licensed  premises  throughout  the  area 
generally  satisfy  the  Act  requirements  but  there  are  still 
one  or  two  which  fall  short  and  where  work  is  still  required. 
At  the  present  time  84  premises  come  under  this  Act  and 
generally  throughout  the  district  the  standard  of  cleanliness 
is  good.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  (Rats  and  Mice 
Destruction) 

A full  time  operator  is  employed  for  this  work.  He 
visits  each  village  in  turn,  visiting  farms,  shops  and  private 
premises  to  ascertain  the  position  with  regard  to  rat 
infestation.  This  works  well  and  such  a scheme  of  rat 
control  is  of  great  benefit  to  the  district.  Many  farmers 
carry  out  their  own  treatments  and  their  farms  are  visited 
from  time  to  time  to  see  that  they  are  carrying  out  the 
work  satisfactorily.  Further  advice  is  given  to  them  when 
required.  Warfarine  is  the  main  bait  used  and  appears 
to  give  very  good  results.  All  premises  treated  are  charged 
for,  except  old  age  pensioners,  the  rate  of  charge  being 
time,  materials  arid  travelling,  plus  20%  establishment 
charge.

Out- workers  (Section  110  and  111).  One  notification 
of  an  out-worker  was  received  during  the  year.  The  work 
involved  artificial  jewellery  stone  setting  and  also  millinery. 

Most  of  the  factories  in  the  area  consist  of  small 
garages,  builders’  workshops,  bakehouses,  etc.,  where 
mechanical  power  is  used.  There  is  only  one  factory  in  the 
true  sense,  namely,  Messrs.  Dowty,  Brockhampton  Park. 

Housing 

Steady  work  is  being  carried  out  to  bring  the  cottages 
in  the  area  up  to  a modern  standard.  Some  people  buy  old 
cottages  for  modernising.  The  comprehensive  water  scheme 
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helped  considerably  in  this  matter.  Most  of  the  cottages 
in  the  area  were  or  are  agricultural  type  dwellings  which 
are  generally  sound  structurally  but  lack  modern  amenities 
such  as  hot  and  cold  water  supplies  and  bathrooms.

Negotiations  have  commenced  for  the  taking  over 
of  the  Tetbury  Rural  District  Water  Undertaking  by  the 
West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company  whose  statutory  area 
of  supply  surrounds  Tetbury.  This  arrangement  arises  out 
of  the  re-grouping  of  water  undertakings  going  on  throughout 
the  County  on  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government. 


Tetbury  Rural  District  Council  Water  Undertaking 

This  includes  the  parishes  of  Tetbury,  Beverstone, 
Kingscote,  Ozle worth,  Ashley  and  part  of  Cherington  in 
the  statutory  area  of  supply,  but  part  of  the  parish  of  Tetbury 
Upton  surrounding  Tetbury  is  supplied  by  the  undertaking 
although  it  is  in  the  area  of  the  West  Gloucestershire  Water 
Company. 

The  supply  is  obtained  from  two  boreholes  at  the 
Tetbury  Waterworks  which  are  capable  of  supplying  at 
least  half  a million  gallons  per  day. 

No.  1 Borehole  is  fitted  with  a Harland  submersible 
pump  capable  of  12,000  gallons  per  hour  and  it  is  hoped 
a duplicate  set  will  be  provided  in  No.  2 Borehole  early 
next  year.

It  will 
be  possible  to  supply  this  parish  from  the  improved  Long 
Newnton  supply  scheme  proposed  by  the  West  Gloucester- 
shire Water  Company. 

West  Gloucestershire  Water  Company’s  Undertaking 

This  undertaking  covers  the  parishes  of  Long 
Newnton,  Shipton  Moyne,  Didmarton,  Boxwell  with 
Leighterton,  Westonbirt  and  Tetbury  Upton. 

Long  Newnton 

A scheme  for  the  improvement  of  the  piped  supply 
for  this  parish  has  been  agreed.  It  includes  for  a new  ground 


level  reservoir  to  the  north  of  Church  Farm  and  incorporates 
the  Air  Ministry  main  from  the  Long  Newnton  borehole 
to  Bouldridge.  The  proposals  also  include  for  the  taking 
of  surplus  water  from  the  Tetbury  Waterworks  boreholes 
which  would  be  boosted  to  the  new  reservoir  and  thereby 
supplement  the  West  Gloucestershire  supply.  In  the  mean- 
time the  Council  are  still  operating  the  supply  from  the 
Long  Newnton  borehole  to  Bouldridge  on  behalf  of  the 
owners  of  two  farms. 


Ship  ton  Moyne,  Didmarton  & Boxwell  with  Leighterton 

The  piped  supply  to  these  parishes  has  been 
maintained  during  the  year.  Four  new  connections  were 
made. 


Westonhirt  & Lasborough 

Westonbirt  is  supplied  by  the  School  undertaking 
which  relies  on  a borehole  with  a million  gallon  ground 
level  reservoir  from  which  the  water  gravitates  to  the  school 
and  surrounding  properties. 

Lasborough  is  supplied  by  a private  piped  supply. 


Tetbury  Upton 

Parts  of  this  parish  are  supplied  by  the  Tetbury  water 
undertaking  but  the  areas  of  Upton  and  Ilsom  are  served 
by  private  boreholes  and  piped  supplies. 

Five  new  connections  were  made  to  the  Tetbury 
supply  during  the  year 


rhe  Stroud  Water  Board 

This  Board  covers  Avening  and  the  par!  of 
Cherington  in  the  Severn  Catchment  Area. 

The  supply  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  during 
the  year  and  6 new  connections  were  made.

During  the  year  some  1,028  inspections  and  visits 
were  made  in  connection  with  water  supplies  in  the  area. 

Public  Cleansing 

House  refuse  is  collected  weekly  from  all  parishes 
except  for  a few  isolated  premises  where  a fortnightly 
collection  is  carried  out  by  arrangement. 

The  majority  of  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  the  Council’s 
tip  in  Herd  Lane,  Tetbury,  which  has  in  the  past  given  rise 
to  nuisances  from  flies  and  smells.  Tipping  is  now  part 
controlled,  the  majority  of  refuse  being  covered  at  least 
weekly  and  fires  are  dealt  with  satisfactorily.  The  daily 
spraying  of  the  refuse  with  insecticide  has  reduced  the  fly 
nuisance  to  reasonable  proportions.  The  Cherington  tip 
is  used  for  one  load  of  refuse  per  week.

Some  377  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  public  cleansing. 

The  Council  continued  the  practise  of  sweeping 
the  main  streets  in  the  parish  of  Tetbury  on  Sundays. 


Sewage  and  Drainage 


Tetbury 

Tenders  for  the  modernisation  of  the  Tetbury  Sewage 
Works  were  received  during  the  year  but  were  considered 
too  high  and  the  Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  were  asked 


to  investigate  the  reasons  for  the  exceptionally  high  tenders 
and  make  any  necessary  amendments. 

The  River  Avon  Catchment  Board  took  samples  of 
the  effluent  and  the  stream  which  were  unsatisfactory. 

Thirty-four  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer 
during  the  year. 

Avening  & Cherington 

The  sewage  works  at  Avening  has  worked  very 
satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  the  effluent  is  still  of  a 
high  quality. 

Four  new  connections  were  made  to  the  sewer  during 
the  year. 

Didmarton 

No  further  action  has  been  taken  to  provide  a sewage 
scheme  for  this  parish.  The  old  village  street  drain  caused 
nuisance  on  various  occasions  which  were  remedied  where 
possible. 

Other  Parishes 

The  Council  has  no  drainage  system  in  any  of  the 
other  parishes  except  the  Council  House  sites  in  Shipton 
Moyne,  Didmarton  and  Leighterton. 

During  the  year  250  inspections  were  made  in 
connection  with  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal. 

River  Pollution 

The  only  case  reported  during  the  year  arose  from 
the  effluent  from  the  Tetbury  Sewage  Works.  As  stated 
a scheme  has  been  approved  for  modernising  the  works 
to  prevent  the  pollution  of  the  river. 

Housing 

Representations  in  connection  with  6 houses  were 
made  during  the  year.  No  undertakings  were  given  and  it 
was  decided  to  issue  Demolition  Orders  in  all  cases. 
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During  the  year  341  inspections  were  made  and 
48  informal  notices  were  served. 

Housing  Act,  1949 — improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  1 1 applications  for  grant  were 
approved  in  respect  of  13  dwellings.  The  average  grant 
paid  per  dwelling  was  £290.  Twenty  certificates  of 
completion  were  issued. 


Council  Houses 

The  20  “Reema  ” dwellings  at  Lowfield  Road, 
Tetbury,  comprising  8 one-bedroom  flats,  8 two-bedroom 
houses,  2 three-bedroom  houses  and  2 four-bedroom  houses 
were  completed  during  the  year.  All  were  used  in  connection 
with  the  clearance  of  squatters  from  Babdown  R.A.F.  Camp, 
temporary  hut  dwellers  from  Beverstone  and  families  from 
demolition  properties. 

A further  16  “ Reema  ” dwellings  were  commenced 
on  the  site  at  Lowfield  Road,  Tetbury,  comprising  12  low 
cost  houses  (approximately  £1,000  each  basic)  and  4 one- 
bedroom  flats.  The  12  houses  will  be  used  in  connection 
with  slum  clearance. 

Following  the  re-housing  of  all  the  temporary  hut 
dwellers  at  Beverstone  the  huts  and  fitments  were  sold 
by  auction. 

Maintenance  of  Council  Houses  included  the  re- 
painting of  87  houses.  Some  1,451  inspections  were  made 
under  this  heading. 


New  Biiildmgs 

Plans  submitted  for  approval  under  the  CounciPs 
building  byelaws  amounted  to  69  during  the  year,  including 
17  new  dwellings,  19  alterations  and  additions  and  33 
miscellaneous- 

Some  830  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  new 
building  works  during  the  year. 


Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949 

The  number  of  treatments  carried  out  during  the 
year  amounted  to  17  and  114  inspections  were  carried 
out.  The  systematic  treatment  of  the  Council’s  sewers, 
refuse  tips,  etc.,  was  carried  out.  No  major  infestations 
were  reported  during  the  year. 

Meat,  Milk  and  Other  Foods 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district  but  4 
licences  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  in  the  area  during 
the  year.
